DR. PUPIN’S DEVICE. 


Any One With a Static Machine Can 
Make Experiments, 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8—Dr. Pupin of Co- 
lumbia College, who has attracted much at- 
tention during the past week by his ex- 


periments in the new Roentgen photog- 
raphy, has devised a simple apparatus by 
which anyone who has a good static elec- 
tr.cal machine can make experiments of his 
own. As almost ay doctor has such a 
machine, and as it is in the field of sur- 
gery that the discovery seems destined to 
first become of practical importance, the 
invention will be ot great service. It is 
shortly this: b 

Connect each pole of the static machine 
with a stéel rod which has a brass knob at 
one and and place these rods so that the 
knobs are half an inch apart, The current 
overcoming’ the Stance Of the atmos- 
phere in passing one knob to the other 
acquires an enormous number of vibrations. 
Then make three coils of wire inside an or- 
dinary tumblér and connect each end of the 
wire with one of the steel rods. A tumbler 
of smaller size with an equal number of coils 
around it should be placed inside the first. 
This makes an improved induction coll. 

An ordinary vacuum tube without elec- 
trodes may be used by wrapping tin foil 
around vach and fastening the ends of the 
wire from the smaller tumbler around the 
tinfoil. Thus, in effect, the electrodes are 
without the tube. The advantages of this is 
that an ordinary vacuum tube may “be 
bought for 50 cents, while the Crookes tubes 
have to be imported, are very expensive and 
are easily broken. The fact that the X

Dr. Pupin when he was unable to pursue

scissors inside an aluminum box, and last 
evening a fish and a mouse were photo- 
graphed. The vacuum tube is placed hori- 
zontally and the objects to be photographed 
are placed beneath it on à plate holder. 
They may be put in any positien about the 
tube so long as the object is between the 
tube and the plate. The time of exposures 
vary R to the substance of which 
the slide of the plate holder is composed 
and according to the substance which the 
rays ere made to pass through before reach- 
ing the object. in

System of Street-Cleaning: 


THE CHARTER INTERFERES. 


But When City Ceunselor Marshall 
Gets Time He Is Expected to 
Find a Way. 


Street Commissioner Milner is still inter- 
esting himself in the block system of street 
cleaning and hopes some day to extend the 
experiment to all the business portion of Sa 
Louis. Whether or not he will be able to do 
this will depend upon certain legal phases of 
the case which will have to be thoroughly 
examined into before a decision can be 
reached. 

Mr. Milner is a thorough believer in the 
block system. He declares tha? it is the only 
method ever devised to insure perfect clean- 
liness on heavily traveled streets and he 
does not think the expense too great to war- 
rant the city undertaking it. 

While the block system is an experiment 
in St. Louis, it has been tried in other cities 
both in this country and in Europe and 
found especially adaptable to paved streets. 
It was first put in vogue in St, Louis last 
November, having been agitated by a num- 
ber of citizens and heartily indorsed by the 
Street Commissioner. There is no doubt as 
to its unqualified success. Mr. Milner hms 
reveived any number of.commendatory let- 
ters and the Business Men’s League has 
adopted resolutions recommending that the 
scope of the work be enlarged to cover ail 
' the downtown district. This has greatly 
encouraged him and he has high hopes of 
ultimate success. 

The block system now being used here con-

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 8—The mystery 
of the death of Pearl Bryan, whose head- 
less body was found a week ago to-day 
near Fort Thomas, Ky., hag again yielded 
up important facts th, the fierce 
scrutiny of the officials. The latest discoy- 
ery gives fresh color to the theory that she 
Was drugged to death either by Scott Jack- 
son or Alonzo Walling, and then decap!- 


Druggist Ulen on West Sixth street has 
notified the police that on Wednesday be- 


fore the murder Jackson called at his place 
and asked for a drachm of cocaine. The 
druggist, had not so large a quantity on 
hand, but told Jackson that if he woula call 
jater he coyid supply him. Jackson said 
he wanted it for a patient. He did return 
latem but not having enough money to pay 
for drachm, took a less quantity. 

Ulen fully identified the prisoner as the 
man who pought cocaine. Jackson himself 
admits the purchase, but says he gave it 
to Walling. This is in harmony with his 
story to Secretary Tibbetts of the Y. M. C, 
A.,, that Walling was to be the active part 
in producing a criminal] operation. 

Jackson persistently says he did not see 
Pearl after Wednesday, although the sa- 
loon-keeper, Weallingtord, says Jackson 
and a woman corresponding in appearance 
to the description of Pearl Bryan were at 
his saloon together on Friday night. 

Wailing finds it difficult te tell clearly 
where be spent Thursday night. He spoke 
with regret last night of his mability to re- 
member how he spent Thursday night, 
though he could tell clearly about where he 
was on both Wednesday and Friday nights. 
Later he said it come to him through 
dreams. He went to tell of having writ- 
ten a letter at the Dennison House and of 
1 pool at the Atlantic Garden and go. 
ng to a saloon about 11:30, but he could 
mot tell anything further. The landlady 
where he roomed accounts for him up to 
about 10:30, when he went up to his room, 
but she cannot tell whether he remained in 
the house after that time or not. 


There is no trace yet found of a stopping 
lace for Pearl Bryan after she left the 
ndiana House on ednesday. Somebody 

must know beside the murderers, but 50 
far no. one has volunteered to give the in- 
formation to the -police. 

Death by cocaine, it is said, is more diffi- 
cult to trace than by any other drug, and 
hence the continued mystery in the case. 

Both the prisoners having now been pro- 
vided with counsel, the probability of fur- 
‘ther statements is lessened. 

Walling to-day repeated his statements. 
ebout Jackson securing the cocaine and the 
cab, and these points are confirmed by the 
druggist and others. 

Since Jackson confessed yesterday to the 
clergy, he has become very zealous in his 
devotions. He is reading the Bible to-day 
and wrote his mother at Greencastle, Ind., a 
letter which was intended to cheer her up. 

The officers ascertained that this letter 
agreed with the confession made last night, 
in which he said he advised Wood to send 
Pearl Bryan here and then secured Walling 
for the operation. | 

In addition to the large number of friends 
of the different families that arived from 
Greencastle, Ind., yesterday, there are oth- 
ers to-day. Mrs. Stanley, a sister of Pearl 
Bryan, arrived, and after viewing the body 
identified it in many respects, although no 
further identification was needed. 

Mrs. Stanley insisted on the remains being 
delivered to the undertaker who was with 
her. The officers refused to give the body 
to the family until next Monday. Meantime, 
the search will be kept up for the head and 
if it isnot found by Monday, then an inquest 
will be held and the body turned over to the 
family. ie 

The officers are continuing theif search 
for the head to-day, in the sewers, at the 
Dayton sandbar and elsewhere, and have 
a large number of workingmen employed. 


The officers to-day secured the original 
copy of a letter from Jackson to Wiiliam 
Woods, in which Jackson outlined a letter 
for Wood to write to Mrs. Bryan and to 
sign the name of Pearl. This letter was 
to be sent to a trusted friend at Lafayette 
named Smith, who was to put it in the 
8 at that place. This would leave 
he Bryan family under the impression that 
Pearl had gone to Lafayette and her where- 
abouts afterwards could not be traced. The 
letter showed that the plot had been con- 
templated for weeks and that Wood was 
communicating with Jackson. 

Fred W. Maxwell of Dayton, Ky., on last 
Monday saw a man get off the street car 
with a package and proceed toward the 
Dayton sandbar. To-day Maxwell visited 
the city prison and identified Wallin 
among other soners as the man who had 
taken the package to the sandbar.

As the Secretary of the Treasury stated 
on Feb. 14, 1898, the first point to be con- 
sidered is the serious injury to German 
silver mining. The production. of German 
Silver amounts to about 9 per cent of the 


total output of the world. A fall in price 
is not of such moment in the immensely 
larger production of fereign ores. But to 
Germany it implies such a decrease in 
value as to end home silver ni:ning. 
“Another point is its influénce upon Ger- 
man exports to silver countries... There 
is no doubt that trade with them is made 
much more difficult by fluctuations and the 
tall in silver, although lately the fluctua- 
tions have been comparatively small and 
those interested have been able toa find 
means of security against losses.

The 
official statistics prove that the depreciated 
currency of silver countries contributes to 
facilitate competition with the exports of 
those countries until the moment when a 
compensating influence rises and home 

rices and wages establish themselves, the 
Anal result being that the silver coins be- 
come degraded to the level of paper money. 
This depreciation, however, 
danger our currency, beca 
abundantly supported by 
perial bank notes adequately covered by the 
gold reserve and the silver money does not 
exceed the demand which, even in times of 
crisis, is not likely to diminish. * 

“On the other hand, the danger from 
counterfeit coinage has been increased by 


the fall in silver; 1 there was only 
one case in 1893, yet, a fall in the price of 


silver will always serve as an inducement 
to counterfeiting. Therefore, although a 
rise in the price of silver is high'y desirable 
from economic and mint standpoints, yet no 
doubt the goal can only be attained an 
understanding with the countries interested 
in international commerce, of which there is 
no present prospect. 

“The bimetallists recognize in the re- 
opening of the Indian mints a condition 
precedent to unlimited coinage and I concur 
as I believe that otherwise all efforts to 
raise the price are vain. The opening of 
the Indian mints is not expected within 
measurable time, as I haye. learned from 

reliminary negotiations th the British 

overnment. 0 

“A monetary conference would not bring 
the question nearer to a practical solution 
and therefore it appears to be undesirable 
that Germany should take the lead in sum- 
moning a conference. The Federal Govern- 
ments, acting upon their conviction, have 
decided not to take further steps in pur- 
suance of the resolution of the Reichstag of 
Feb. 16, 1895. If, however. definite and ac- 
ceptable proposals, promising success, 
were made on behalf of another State, I 
should duly consider the question of Ger- 
man representation at a conference,

Jackson Identified as a Buyer of 
caine and Walling as the Bearer 
of a Strange Package. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 8.—The mystery 
of the death of Pearl Bryan, whose head- 
less body was found a week ago to-day 
near Fort Thomas, Ky., hag again yielded 
up important facts : 


scrutiny of the officials, The latest discoy- 
ery gives fresh color to the theory. that she 


was drugged to death either by Scott Jack- 


son or Alonzo Walling, and then decap!- 
tated. 

Druggist Ulen on West Sixth street has 
notified the police that on Wednesday be- 


fore the murder Jackson called at his place 
and asked for a drachm of cocaine. The 
druggist, had not so large a quantity on 
hand, but told Jackson that if he would call 
Mater he coyid supply him. Jackson said 
he wanted it for a patient. He did return 
latem but not having enough money to pay 
for drachm, took a less quantity. 

Ulen fully identitied the prisoner as the 
man who bought cocaine. Jackson himself 
admits the purchase, but says he gave it 
to Walling. This is in harmony with his 
story to Secretary Tibbetts of the T. M. C 
A., that Walling was to be the active party 
in producing’ a criminal operation. 

Jackson persistently says he did not see 
Pearl after Wednesday, although the sa- 
loon-keeper, Wallngtord, says Jackson 
and a woman corresponding in appearance 
to the description of Pearl Bryan were at 
his saloon together on Friday night. 

Waling finds it difficult to tell clearly 
where he spent Thursday night. He spoke 
with regret last night of his inability to re- 
member how he spent Thursday night, 
though he could tell clearly about where he 
was on both Wednesday and Friday nights. 
Later he said it come to him through 
dreams. He went to tell of having writ- 
ten a letter at the Dennison House and of 

laying pool at the Atlantic Garden and go. 
ng to a saloon about 11:30, but he could 
not tell anything further. The landlady 
where he roomed accounts for him up to 
about 10:30, when he went up to his room, 
but she cannot tell whether he rémained in 
the house after that time or not. 


There is no trace yet found of a stopping 

lace for Pearl Bryan after she left the 
ndiana House on Wednesday. Somebody 
must know beside the murderers, but 80 
far no one has ‘volunteered to give the in- 
formation to the police. 

Death by cocaine, it is said, is more diffi- 
cult to trace than by any other drug, and 
hence the continued mystery in the case. 

Both the prisoners having now been pro- 
vided with counsel, the probability of fur- 
‘ther statements is lessened. 

Walling to-day repeated his statements 
ebout Jackson securing the cocaine and the 
cab, and these points are confirmed by the 
druggist and others. 

Since Jackson confessed yesterday to the 
clergy, he has become very zealous in his 
devotions. He is reading the Bible to-day 
and wrote his mother at Greencastle, Ind., a 
letter which was intended to cheer her up. 

The officers ascertained that this letter 
agreed with the confession made last night, 
in which he said he advised Wood to send 
Pearl Bryan here and then secured Walling 
for the operation. ‘ 

In addition to the large number of friends 
of the different families that arived from 
Greencastle, Ind., yesterday, there are oth- 
ers to-day. Mrs. Stanley, a sister of Pearl 
Bryan, arrived, and after dag the body 
identified it in many respects, although no 
further identification was needed. 

Mrs. Stanley insisted on the remains being 
delivered to the undertaker who was with 
her. The officers refused to give the body 
to the family until next Monday. Meantime, 
the search will be kept up for the head and 
if it isnot found by Monday, then an inquest 
will be held and the body turned over to the 
family. 4 3 

The officers are continuing theif search 
for the head to-day, in the sewers, at the 
Dayton sandbar and elsewhere, and have 
a large number of workingmen employed. 


The officers to-day secured the original 
copy of a letter from Jackson to William 
Woods, in which Jackson ottlined a letter 
for Wood to write to Mrs. Bryan and to 
sign the name of Pearl. This letter was 
to be sent to a trusted friend at Lafayette 
named Smith, who was to put it in the 
Poat-oMice at that place. This would leave 
he Bryan family under the impression that 
Pearl had gone to Lafayette and her where- 
abouts afterwards could not be traced. The 
letter showed that the plot had been con- 
templated for weeks and that Wood was 
communicating with Jackson.

BERLIN, Feb. 8—The pressure acht 


to bear upon the Government by the Ge 
may bimetallists has resulted in squeezing 
from the Ministers a statement on the sub- 

The Imperial Chancellor, Prince Hohen- 
lohe,.in the Reichstag to-day made the 
following declaration of policy in this con- 
nection: “We have gone exhaustively into 
the question of raising and strengthening 
the value of silver with the Federal Gov- 
ernments, being guided by the tonviction 
that the fluctudtion and heavy fall in 
the price of silver. entailed economic 
prejudice in Germany in spite of the fact 
that her monetary system rested securely 
on the gold standard. 

“As the Secretary of the Treasury stated 
on Feb. 16, 1898, the first point to be con- 
side is the serious injury to German 
silver mining. The production. of German 
Silver amounts to about 9 per cent of the 
total output of the world. A fall in price 
is not ot such moment in the immensely 
larger production of foreign ores. But to 
Germany it implies such a decrease in 
value as to en home silver mining. 


“Another point is its influénce upon Ger- 
man exports to nang a) gg eg There 
is no doubt that trade With them is made 
much more difficult by fluctuations and the 
fall.in silver, although lately the fluctua- 
tions have been comparatively small and 
those interested have been able to find 
means of security against losses. But Ger- 
man export trade to silver Gountries has 
suffered from the.conditions.of exchange. 


IL do not underestimate the importance of 
the effects produGed by this cause. But 
they must not be placed too high. Our ex- 
ports to silver countries amount only to 
threé-quarters per cent of our total exports 
and in spite of the setback during the 
months when silver fell, they, on the 
whole, have made favorable 2 s. The 
official statistics prove that the depreciated 
currency of silver countries contributes to 
facilitate competition with the exports of 
those countries until the moment when a 
compensating influence es and home 
prices and \ establish themselves, the 
final result being that the silver coins be- 
come degraded to the level of paper money. 


This depreciation, however, does not en- 


danger our currency, because our trade 16 


abundantly supported by gold and the im- 
perial bank notes adequately covered by the 
gold reserve and the silver money does not 
exceed the demand .which, even in times of 
crisis, is not likely to diminish. * 

“On the other hand, the danger from 
counterfeit coinage has been increased by 
the fall in silver; —— there was only 
one case in 1893, yet, a fall in the price of 
silver will always serve as an inducement 
to counterfeiting. Therefore, although a 
rise in the price of silver is high'y desirable 
from economic and mint standpoints, yet no 
doubt the goal can only be attained an 
understanding with the countries interested 
in international commerce, of which there is 
no present prospect. 

“Phe bimetallists recognize in the re- 
opening of the Indian mints a condition 
precedent to unlimited coinage and I concur 
as I believe that otherwise all efforts to 
raise the price are vain. The opening of 
the Indian mints is not expected within 
measurable time, as I have. learned from 
———— negotiations With the British 

overnment. 0 

„A monetary conference would not bring 
the question nearer to a practical solution 
and therefore it appears to be undesirable 
that Germany should take the lead in sum- 
moning a conference. The Federal Govern- 


ments, acting upon their conviction, have 


decided not to take further steps in pur- 
suance of the resolution of the Reichstag of 
Feb. 16, 1895. If, however. definite and ac- 
ceptable proposals, promising success, 
were made on behalf of another State, 
should duly consider the question of Ger- 
man representation at a conference.“ 


‘During the Agrarian discussion fn the 
Diet on Wednesday last, Count Von 
Hohensbroech declared that forty-nine out 
of fifty cases of trichinosis in pork dis- 
covered in Germany were imported from 
America, and he called for a more stringent 
examination of American pork. 


The Colonial Office is now considering the 
new immigration bill, which provides favors 
and inducements to be offered to German

trol of its own taxation, subject to the pay- 
ment to the Government of an annual 
sliding tribute, based on the fluctuations 
of the mining industry, and that such leg- 
islation be subject to the vote of the Presi- 
dent and executive. 

Mr Chamberlain further proposed that the 
Rand be given a superior law court and that 
the Randers be not entitled to a voice in 
the Volkrand Executive, or in the 
dent’s election, thus relieving the burghers 
of their fear that the Uitlanders would util- 
ize the franchise to upset the form of Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s suggestions are looked 
upon in some quarters here as being tanta- 
mount to suggesting that the Rand be grant- 
ed home rule and comparisons are drawn of 
his attitude for the Uitlanders, and his un- 
compromising Unionism on the question of 
granting home rule to Ireland.

It is understood that the Prince of Wales, 
after the Queen's demise, will have Balmo- 
ral Castle, as he is thé only member of the 
royal family capable of supporting it, or 
else it will be sold and the proceeds di- 
vided between the Duke of Connaught, the 
Princesses Christian and uise and the 
children of the late Duke of Albany. 


There has been an exodus of yachts this 
week towards the Mediterranean, where 
they will take part in the Riviera rac- 
ing. The Britannia, Ailsa and Satanita met 
with rough weather while on their way 
there. The Ailsa’ had to return to Gib- 
raltar owing to the severity of the gale, 
which she encountered, and a seaman of her 
crew was washed overboard-and drowned. 


In sporting circles there has been con- 
siderable attention aroused by the cable 
dispatches announcing Yale’s intention to 
send a crew across the Atlantic to com- 
pete at the Henley regatta. The news 
met with a kindly reception among amateur 
oarsmen, and no doubt is felt that the ap- 
pearance of a sportsmanlike crew such as 
Yale is sure to send will do much to ef- 
face the bitterness resulting from the 
Dunraven incident, and the unfortunate 
experience of the Cornell crew in England 
last year. 

Truth, discussing the prospect of Yale 
sending a crew to England, says: 

With every desire to welcome Yale, we 
cannot help expressing the selfish wish that 
for one short year no foreign crew will 
come to Henley. Their presence raises the 
excitement to such a fever pitch that pleas- 
ure is to a great extent destroyed. How- 
ever, a crew or two will undoubtedly come 
and in order to meet emergencies the Ox- 
ford Univ ersity boat club has ordered more 
racing boats.’ 


It is not disguised here that the success of 
the popular loan in the United States is a 
great surprise and is held to justify the 
more hopetful view of the financial situa- 
tion. It is generally interpreted as showing 
that the Americans believe that the loan 
will not be repaid in silver. 

A representative of the Associated Press 
called yesterday at the Rothschilds’ bank- 
ing house and asked the representative of 
the firm what he thought of the new United 
States loan. He said: “The promptitude 
with which the loan was taken up was 
something ot surprise to London bank- 
ers. President Cleveland is to be congratu- 
lated upon its success. There may, how- 
ever, be sorae trouble in readily finding gold 
to take the bonds. In that case it would 
have been more easily accomplished by a 
syndicate. I do not know what proportion 
of the loan is subscribed for in bu urope, 
but I think it is only a small amount.“ 

At the J. 5. Morgan banking house a rep- 
resentative of that firm remarked: “I ‘ean- 
not say accurately until the Government 
award is published, how man soe were 
sold to Europe. I think about $5,000

It has become 1 47 that the 
elevating power to hoist prices muc 
must come from across the water. Our 
Own supplies are décreasing too slowly to 
keep alive Hull sentiment, and that unpar- 
alleled Northwestern crop. is the cause for 
the isappointing. decreases. This past 
week’s receipts at Western accumulative 
centers reached the extraordinary—for the 
season of the year—amount of 3,447,000 bu, 
and of this 2,244,000 hu, or nearly 70 per cent, 
was at Minneapolis and Duluth. This 
isn’t the only heandicap the Northwestern 
crop is to the bull side. While receipts of 
winter wheat are proportionately so small 
and so little is obtainable from farmers that 
winter wheat mills in the country and out- 
side of the centers are drawing upon every 
point where there is any stock, and even 
some of these centers, as is the case with 
St. Louis, drawing upon other markets, 
such as Chicago, which have liberal stocks, 
yet so much higher in price is winter wheat 
than is spring that winter wheat millers 
cannot compete with the cheaper spring 
wheat flour. The natural result is that few 
winter wheat mills are running full, most 
of those operating dol go on short time 
or half or less capacity, and many are closed 
down entirely. This is what ts cutting down 
the cash demand for winter wheat, and 
which, if continued, will offset toa very con- 
siderable extent the acknowledged shortage 

in winter wheat. 


* * * 
3 market intelligence is generally 
very bullish; that is the advices from Liver- 
pool and London are. The English trade is 
reported as very much exereised over the 
question of from what source they can draw 
immediate supplies to replenish their de- 
pleted and decreasing stocks. Russia is 
closed by the winter blockade; Australia 
has no wheat to spare and is even drawing 
from the Pacific Coast; India’s crop is said 
to be badly short and that country is ex- 
porting hardly anything—only 32,000 bushels 
the last weck reported on; and now the Ar- 
gentine crop, besides being even less than 
the short crop of 1895, is said to be so dam- 
aged by excessive rains that it is unfit for 
shipment. That country so far on this 
year’s crop has exported very little, not a 
fourth of what it did during the same period 
in 1893, the year of its largest. yield, and 
vessels are reported as leaving Buenos 
Ayres in ballast through inability to obtain 
grain for freight. Here is a state of things, 
to be sure. But notwithstanding all this 
and the terrible funk their trade is alleged 
to be in over prospective supplies, the for- 
eigners do not clamor for the wheat that 
is in the United States. Their markets are 
nowhere in line with ours, their purchases 
at the seaboard have been nothing to speak 
of for some little time and clearances from 
Atlantic ports for Europe have fallen to 
small proportions. This past week’s exports 
from both coasts were 2,900,000 bushels, but 
over 900,000 bushels was from the Pacific 
Coast.

The Daily Commercial Bulletin of yester- 
day said: ‘If the figures of the Liverpool 
Corn Trade News are approximately correct, 
then the *heoretical requirements of Bu- 
rope are really 7,200,000 bu as used by the 
trade. This is proved by the following 
figures: The shipments of wheat and flour 
by all exporting cquntries to Europe for the 
six months of th® season ending Feb. 1, 
were 174,500,000 bu and the present stocks 
Afloat for and in Europe are 13,000, bu 
smaller on Feb. 1 than on Aug. 1, 1895, This 
indicates a consumption of 187,500,000 bu for 
the six months, or at the rate of 7,210,000 bu 
per week. The shipments for the same six 
months—Aug. 1, 1894, to Feb. 1, 189—were 
189,400,000 bu and stocks increased during 
that period 2,160,000 bu, indicating a con- 
sumption of 187,240,000 bu—ofmly . 260,000 bu 
less than the past six months—or at the rate 
of exactly 7,200, bu weekly. The above 
does not bear out the sensational cable of 
the Corn Trade News, which intimated re- 
quirements were so much larger than usual, 
and a further decrease in supplies antici- 
ae during this month and March.’’ The 

gures given above show plainly it was the 
decreased shipments ffom exporting coun- 
tries that caused supplies to decrease. An 
incréasé in Argentine shipments, and this 
past week's were nearly 400, u larger 
than the week before, though Argentine 
wheat is unfit for eo as alleged, and 
Russia letting go of some of her heavy 
stocks would make quite a difference.

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The important event of the local theatrical 
season will be the week's engagement at the 
Grand Opera-house of Sir Henry Irving, 
Miss Ellen Terry and their company of 
players from the Lyceum Theater of Lon- 
don. 

Mr. Irving’s reputation as an artistic pro- 
ducer of plays is world wide, nor does his 
greatness overshadow the high talents of his 
fair colleague, Miss Terry.. The productions 
during the week will be identical with those 
given at Mr. Irving's theater in London, the 
elaborate stage se*ting and trained supernu- 
meraries of the Lyceum Theater having been 
imported in entirety for the American tour. 

This means that St. Loulsans will have an 
opportunity of witnessing the highest devel- 
opmen* of artistic stage craft. 

Two of the plays will be decided novelties, 
but from the standpoint of stage setting the 
entire repertoire will be new and entirely 
beyond anything ever seen here.

Perhaps the most sumptuous of all ti 
productions will be from J. Comyns Carr’s 
beautiful lengendary play, King Arthur.“ 
The author has written an argument tell- 
ing the story in quaint mediaeval diction. 
This story is as follows: 

At the dawn of a day when Arthur was 
led by Merlin to the Magic Mere he saw a 
reat sword rising out of the water, and 
while he looked upon it there came voices 
from the Mere saying unto him that the 
name of that sword was Excalibur, which 
had been forged beneath, the waters of the 
sea; and that it should be given to the son 
of Uther Pendnmagon, who in after time 
should rule over a kingdom that should 
tule the sea. And while Arthur wondered, 
Merlin declared the truth unto him that he 
was Pendragon’s eon albeit he knew it not; 
and Merlin bade Arthur take the sword, 
telling him also that aithough the blade. 
was of such temper that no man could with- 
stand its stroke, yet was the scabbard 
-worthier than the sword. And at the same 
atime there appeared a vision of Guinevere, 
and seeing her Arthur desired her for his 
queen. ut while he gazed upon her there 
dame other voices which declared unto him 
that, by reason of her beauty, great evil 
should fall upon his kingdom; yet Arthur 
heeded them not and resolved to make her 
his queen. 

And in aftertime when they were wed 
Arthur bethought him of the words of Mer- 
lin, that the scabbard was worthier than the 
sword; for with the coming of Guinevere 
peace fell upon the land after a long sea- 
son of havoc and war, and therefore Ar- 
thur likened his Queen unto the scabbard of 
Excalibur. But there dwelt at the Court 
one Morgan Le Fay, who loved not Arthur, 
for she desired the kingdom for her son, 
whose name was Mordred. And this same 
Mordred had learned from Merlin that he 
alone might slay Pendragon’s son, Who was 
born with the May. And this thing she kept 
in her heart, for Mordred had been born to 
her on May Day. Now at thig time a 
strange thing happened at the court, for the 
cup of the Holy Grail, which in long time 
past had been brought to this isle, and had 
since been snatched away no man knew 
whither, appeared again to Arthur's knights 
in the great hall at Camelot: yet was the 
cup so veiled that no man might see it with 
his eyes. Then a great company of Ar- 
thur’s knights took upon themselves a vow 
to seek this Holy Grail through all the 
world till they might openly behold the cup 
itself: And Sir Lancelot, who was thé’ 
bravest knight of all the court, would have 
joined himself to this holy quest; and Queen 
Guinevere was willing he should go, for 
she knew of his great love for her. and 
would not that they should bring shame 
upon the King. 

But Arthur withstood them both, for he 
loved Lancelot better than any other knight. 

so it Ghanced that Lancelot stayed. 
Whereat Morgan Le Fay was well con- 
tent, for knowing of the loves of Lancelot 
and Guinevere she hoped thereby to bring 
ruin upon the King. And yet, mindful al- 
ways of Merlin’s words that the scabbard 
of Excalibur was mightier than the sword, 
she bethought her of how the King had lik- 
ened the scabbard unto his Queen; and so 
one night while Arthur slept she stole away 
the scabbard of bur and left him only 
his naked sword. Whereafter followed great 
evil to the kingdom, for at this hour Caer-

erhaps well known that the late poet- 
gureate of England had noble ambitions 
regarding the — and wrote several works 
which were practically failures.

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cases owners are frequently not financially 
able to pay for street making. In other 
cases the lack of attention is due to the 


ignorance of the benefits to be gained by 
street improvement. . 

Redl estate dealers and large property- 
owners have, by experience, comb to under- 
Stand that the improvements of streets in 
front of property at once greatly enhances 


its value. 


This fact was illustrated at a recent 
Street cleaning meeting, held under the 
auspices of the League of American Wheel- 
men. In an address, delivered by Festus J. 
Wade, the well-known real estate man, 
He said, in substance: No matter what the 
previous value of the property, I venture to 
gay that the making of a street in front of 
that property, at a cost of $5 per foot, will 
at once increase its value not less than $25 
per front foot.“ 

This statement is the keynote of street 
improvement. When it is possible o take 
an unimproved piece of acre property worth 
from 34 to $8 per foot and by constructing 
through it substantial brick, telford, gran- 
ite or other streets, to increase its value to 
$2 or more per foot, no further argument is 
necessary to convince owners that their in- 
terests lie in good streets. : 

During the coming spring a large number 
of blocks are to be improved in this way.

Probably the most important improve- 
ments to be ‘made among the list above 
given is the reconstruction of Delmar ave- 
nue from King’s highway to Clara avenue. 
The improvement will be exactly like that 
now on Union avenue. There will be a 
burnt Clay plot in the center twenty-six 
feet wide, through which the tracks of the 
Lindell Railway. will run. There will be a 
twenty-five-foot driveway on each side. of 
improved Telford with granitoid curbing and 
gutters. There will be a granitoid sidewalk, 
flanked outside by an eight-foot grass plot. 
This street passes through the best resi- 
dence district of the city. 


RANDALL ON HIGH BUILDINGS. 


He Is Opposed to Any Limit and Ad- 
vocates Fire-Proof Construction. 


The Ives high building ordinance is still 
exciting general interest in real estate cir- 
cles, There are numerous projects on foot 
for tall syructures, many of- which are be- 
ing held in abeyance, awaiting action on the 
bill. 

In real estate eircles the impression pre- 


vails that a limiting clause to 125 feet would 
be disastrous to the progress of the city. 
Many of she architects feel 94 same way 


and those of the builders who re equipped 
to construct sky-scrapers agree with the 
architects and realty dealers. 


Commissioner of Public Buildings J. Harry 
Randall, who is a competent and experi- 
enced architect, does not approve of the 
plan to limi? the height of buildings. On 
the subject he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

This subject is all important and one 
which should be given close attention, as 
laws covering the question are now being 
framed which may do great harm. I am 
unqualifiedly in favor of the high building 
and of the steel construction of the same 
for several important reasons, 

“The ground in the downtown or business 
sections of the city is becoming more valu- 
able every year as the population increases. 
Choice locations suitable for fine buildings 
are becoming more scarcer each yéar, and 
naturally higher in value. To secure paying 
returns on such property owners must put 
up buildings 8ufficiently large 3o bring in the 
rental. It is commonly said that owners of 
property also own the fees to all below and 
all above that property. I believe in this. 
They should be permitted to put up buildings 
as high as they wand them, as long as they 
are safe. Men having their offices in tall 
buildings much prefer to be located on the 
top floors, as they are away from the noise 
of the street and the dirt. 

These buildings. are imposing monu- 
ments of the progress of a city and serve 
to impress strangers in the city. Their 
safety is unquestioned. Steel construction 
is preferable for the investor because floor 
space is saved by the avoidance of heavy, 
thick walls. Construction cost is also 
greatly reduced by the use of steel, and 
the builders of tall structures are enabled 
to expend larger sums in fitting up the build- 
ings with comforts for their tenants and 
at the same time get better returns for the 
money invested. 


“Again, steel construction is far lighter 
than the buildings having heavy masonry 
This set-

The mate- 
rials made by burning, such as brick, terra 
cotta, étc., always resist and withstand fire 
longer and better than @ny other similar 
material. 
After much thought I have come to the 
same conclusion as the majority of the 
architects and engineers of the country— 
that is, that buildings of steel construction 
are fully as safe as those of any other con- 
struction. 
„1 do not believe that even a 0-foot 
limit should be strictly adhered to. ‘There 
is, I think, no sensible person who would 
not prefer to take all the risks of fire in the 
top story of such a building in preference 
to being in the third story of any of the 
dilapidated structures in the downtown dis- 
trict.

When the mounted policeman makes an 
arrest he handcuffs his prisoner and either 
makes him walk in front, while his captor 
rides, or, if he proves unruly or tries to 
escape, the liceman may have to dis- 
mount and hold the prisoner, while he leads 
the horse. Sometimes he is not equal to 
this double task and he has to turn the 
horse loose. The rse Will invariably re- 
turn without delay to the stable, If the ar- 
rest 4s made in reach of a car line, the 
policeman leaves his horse at some conven- 
ſent place and takes his prisoner on the 
cars, returning for his horse afterward.

R. Faulkner, 
who buys all the horses. The stable is a 
wonder. There is no more suspicion of a 
bad odor about it, although eighty-five 
horses are kept there, than one would ex- 
pect to find it the dining-room or parlor 
of a gentleman. The floor is of asphalt, ex- 
cept the floors of the stalls, which is of yel- 
low clay. On that horses can stand with 
perfect ease to their feet, and then is 
none of that pawing and other symptoms 
of uneasiness so frequently visible in sta- 


bles less complete. The horses are bedded 
with a thick. layer of shavings, and no dirt

GREAT DISCOVERY. 


Dr. George Richter Explains the 
New Photographie Process. 


— — 


No recent scientiffé discovery has awaken- 
ed so lively an interest and curiosity among 
all classes of the community, learned and 
simple, as the announcement that Prof. W. 
P. Roentgen of Wuertzburg University had 
found a way to photograph objects like the 
human skeleton, many of the metals and

Hertz discovered rays of similar character, 
but of a length of from a few centimeters 
to several meters.

They are identical 
with lights, but invisible, and their discov- 
ery created a sensation on account of their 
similarity to electricity. The cathode ray 
upon which Crookes founded his theory of 
radiant energy will, as I say, pass through 
aluminum, but not through air. A magnet 
bends the ray, but has no apparent effect on 
the X“ wave of Roentgen. It is belleved 
that the peculiar effect on the photograph 
plate is called out by flperescence caused by 
the rays on the gelatine In the plateholder,

“And what will be the future of the dis- 
covery ?’’ 

“It undoubtedly will have immediate use 
in surgery and with the improvements and 
other discoveries that it will call out, I have 
no doubt that very accurate and valuable 
pictures of the interior of the human body 
will be taken. The German papers report 
a number of instances where bullets fired 
into different bodies were ores lo- 
cated; and, of course, we are here Only at 
the beginning of the results. There are 
many practical difficulties before the inves- 
tigatorg yet, but scientists will be still pa- 
tiently working on the problems uncovered 
by .

EXPRESS TRAIN. 


A Bicycle to Race the “Empire 
State“ Flyer. 


Is it really possible for the bicycle to beat 
a railroad train? This would be the high- 
est achievement of all for the wheel, and 
six strong-lunged and muscular-legged rid- 
ers will next season endeavor to accomplish 
it. They will be speeded against the Empire 
State Express on a new sextet wheel which 
has been built. | 

It is a big contract to run away from 
the fastest moving train on the earth. Bi- 
cycle people, however, the practical manu- 
facturers no less than the general wheel 
enthusiasts, believe that the rubber-heeled 
steed can be built to get over ground more 
rapidly than any other animate or inani- 
mate thing that moves. 

A highly importan® factor in this race 
will be the track. This will be built. as 
smooth and level as human ingenuity can 
make it in order to give the riders equal 
chances with the iron horse. The company 
of cycle manufacturers who have built this 
wheel will be ready before the lst of May. 
Then they will throw down their gaunt- 
let to the giant of the rails for a half-mile 
dash. ; 

The bicycle that has been thus named 
is said to be the largest in the world. Its 
length over all is 13 feet, and its wader 
line“ or wheel-base is something undgr a 
foot less. It weighs 137% pounds, giving 
each rider about 23 pounds in addition to his 
own weight to propel. The wheels have only 
two inches more of diameter man those of 
dhe average bicycle. That Is, they are thirty 
inches across. The tires are tzaid to be the 
largest ever made. They are two and one- 
half inches in diameter: And the gear, 
wherein lies the secret of its phenomenal 
velocity, has been compounded to 153, Think 
of it, ye bicyclers, geared at 153! 

This is the simple description that tells 
the whole tale; at least to experts. To the 
lay mind, however, these few figures fail to 
explain just why the machine is regarded

by many people who examined it at thelate 


bicycle show as one.of the great mechanical 
marvels of the age. What gives it its ex- 
traordinary speed, when mounted by expert 
riders, is its wonderful gear. It is a com- 
pound gear, constructed with four driving 
sprockets. The largest sprocket, the one 
nearest to the rear wheel, has twenty-eight 
teeth; the next largest has twenty-three, 
the third fourteen and the smallest driving 
sprocket nine teeth. To calculate the gear 
you must multiply the product of the two 
large sprockets by the diameter of the 
wheel. Then you divide this by the product, 
and you have as the gear, 153. 

When you are told that it is impossible 
to construct any form of vehicle propelled 
by man-power that will exceed the maxi- 
mum of speed of the sextet you are natur- 
ally disposed to question the accuracy of 
the statement and to argue that if six men 
can manpulate a machine that goes in- 
finitely faster than a wheel mounted by a 
single rider, therefore an apparatus de- 
signed for ten men must be correspondingly 
more rapid than the sextet. The inventor 
of the Empire Express's rival declares that 
vou are all wrong and demonstrates it 
technically. 

He says that it is impossible to construct 

machine for more than six men that 
il not lose in velocity for each added 
saddle or sprocket beyond six. He has 
tried it, he says, and finds that any further 
extension of the length between the wheels 
makes it absolutely unreliable. It will 
wobble, he declares, beyond any possibility 
to prevent. To Correct this wobbling re- 
quires such an extreme speed that it is im- 
possible to get a gear high enough to effect 
the necessary velocity. Therefore the man 
who design the bicycle built for six be- 
lieves he has struck the nail on the head, 
and that it is not in human nature to out- 
class his machine. 

The inventors of the sextet declare that 
no expense has been spared in perfecting 
the design of this wiheel.. They say that 
the pneumatic tires alone cost $600, being 
made with rubber walls three-quarters of 
an inch thick, leaving an air chamber one 
inch in diameter, made to withstand an air 
pressure of 620 pounds to the square inch. 

The six riders will be men of even weight, 
about 145 pounds The track will be about 
six miles of a straight-away road, parallel 
with the route of the New York Central's 
flyer. There is such a level stretch a 
short distance west of Albany, and if the 
ground can be secured the track will be 
laid out there. 

Six straight miles at least are necessary. 
It is estimated that it will require at least 
two miles for the sextet to get properly 
started, and that after the half mile has 
been run against the express train from 
three and a half to four miles will have to 
be gone over before the sextet, can 
stopped. 

The riders will be supplied with a patent 
breathing “apparatus attached to an air 
ehamber, from which each man, having his 
nose and mouth closed off against the wind, 
will be obliged to respixe from start to 
finish. N 

The inventor believes the sextet can cover 
@ mile in thirty-five seconds. If it can it 
will stand a fair chance of winning the 


race.

cidents have been sufficiently dangerous to 
prove that a great fall does not always 
end human life, In July last the Post-Dis- 
patch recorded the feat of a negro who, to 
escape punishment for stealing a ride, 
8 over the Delaware bridge on the 

rie Railroad at Port Jervis, N. T. He fell 
a distance of eighty feet, and though strik- 
ing on his head in a bed of gravel covered 
only by six inches of water, he escaped 
serious injury. 

On July 6 George Petorski, a young Polish 
boy aged 11, went out for huckleberries of 
the Honeypot Mountain, near Port Jervis, 
N. Y. He ventured too near the edge of 
a cliff known as Eagle Nest, and, slip- 
ping on a stone, was hurled over. The de- 
scent is pearly erpendicular and the lad 
rolled and botinded over the jagged rocks 
a distance of 400 feet to the railroad tracks 
below. He was picked up torn and bleeding 
from a hundred wounds and unconsclous 
but still alive. 

That case had youth in its favor. Here 
is a case of age. Mary Cerma, aged 79 
years, recently fell thirty feet from a win- 
dow of No. 257 Camden street, Newark, N. 
J., and escaped with only a badly bruised 
hip. She Yost her balance while shaking 
a dusting cloth from the window and fell 
upon hard ground in the back yard. 

At Buena Vista, O., on Oct. 10 last. 
Henry Loos, 2 years old, a hotelkeeper, im 
the darkness stumbled over a hundred- 
foot cliff. He lodged on a ledge fifty feet 
below, and after living there several hours 
rolled off to the bottom. His shoulder was 
disicoated, his teeth were knocked out, his 
nose broken and he rece'ved other injuries. 
The whole town was out searching for him 
and he was found twenty hours after the 
accident, still alive. 

Here is a case of an infant: At Rock- 
away Beach on Sept. 8 baby George Me- 
Vey, 2 years old, tumbied out of a third- 
story window without receiving any in- 
juries except a bruised eye and a skinned 
nose. He crept to the window while his 
mother was asleep. His fall was brok by 
an awning. 

Women seem especially able to hg from 
any height and recetve little or no injury. 
In France recently a woman tried to em- 
mit suicide by jumping from a high bridge. 
She was hardly injured. Near Niagara 
Falls a woman fell over a pre@ipice and 
landed some hundred feet below, alive and 
able to tell of it. 

Mrs. Annie Keeney leaped out of a fifth- 
story window of No. 135 East One Hundred 
and Kighth street and sustained only a few 
slight bruises on the facy The woman was 
half asleep at the time and walked over 
the roof of her own house to that of her 
neighbor’s. She swung off the roof to a 
fire escape and asked the occupants of 
No. 125 for brandy. On betng refused she 
leaped to the ground. Clotheslines stretched 
across the yard between the tenement win- 
dows and the woman rebounded from one of 
these to another in her fall, until she finally 
— badly shaken up, but otherwise un- 
urt. 

On Aug. 19 August Johnson, a joiner, re- 
siding in Middletown, Conn., fell from the 
fourth story of a building on which he was 
working, turning a complete somersault 
and striking with his head on some boards 
which projected from the first story. He 
managed to catch hold of the boards, to 
which he clung until he was rescued. He 
fell forty feet. He was not injured in any 
way. 

Annie Epbert recently fell out of the third- 
story window of No. 6938 First avenue and 
was not killed. A few weeks since Christo- 
pher Breckein, crazed by misfartune, 
jumped from the third-story window of the 
tenement house at No. 562 East Twelfth 
street. He landed on the sidewalk fifty feet 
below, and when his wife reached him he 
was sitting on the curbstone surrounded 
by a pack of small children. Sprains of the 
ankles were his only injuries. 

Edward Christie fel! from a scaffold 
which gave way at the fourth floor of a 
new building at Madison avenue and Sev- 
enty-second street recently. Although he fell 
four stories, he sustained no more than a 
fracture of the thighs and right arm. Chris- 
tian Jensen, a painter, of White Plains, N. 
Y., fell from a ladder to the ground. a dis- 
tance of forty feet, and is alive to tell of it. 
George Falley, 14 years old, fell through the 
fire escape of No. 772 Tenth avenue, from 
the fourth to the first floor, and received 
not the slightest injury. Such is the elas- 
ticity of youth. 

Express Messenger Edward Stevens, of 
Water Valley, Miss., on July 27 last, was 
dozing and fell from his-car door. \He was 
not missed until twenty-five miles had been 
passed. A message was sent back to the 
effect that he must have fallen from his 
car. A hand car was rigged up and several 
men started down the track to look for 
him. They found him three miles away, 
lying within two feet of the track, sleep- 
ing. He awoke as soon as they touched 
iim and asked what was wanted. He said 
he had no recollection of falling and im- 
agined himself asleep in his bed at home. 
The train was running forty miles an hour 
when he fell off. He was not hurt.

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Richard Henry Jesse, President of the University of the State of Missouri,

Richard Henry Jesse, President of the 
University of the State of Missouri, was 
born in 1853 in Virginia, on the old Ball 
farm, the home of Washington’s mother. 
This farm his family still owns. He was 
educated at the Hanover Academy, the old- 
est and best preparatory school in Virginia, 
and graduated afterwards with distinction 
at the famous University of Virginia. He 


was for two years principal of a High School 
in Princess Anne, Maryiand. For thirteen 
ears previous to coming to Columbia he 
ad been connected with ‘Tulane University, 
at New Orleans. When, in 1878, after the 
overthrow of the carpet-bag government. 
the University of Louisiana desired a Dean 
of the Academic Department and Chairman 
of the Faculty, Dr. Jesse was selected, His 
work in this arduous position won him 
„ Much praise, and was the means of much 
good to the university. He had to look after 
the Legislature, City Council and politicians 
generally, watch the affairs of the institu- 
tion, and rescue it from the desperate strait 
in which it was when he took the helm. 
This he did with signal success, and when 
Tulane University and the University of 
Louisiana were consclidated, he was unani- 
mously elected, in the reorganized institu- 
tion, senior professor of Latin. This posi- 
tion he held, at a salary of $3,000 a year, un- 
til June, 1891, when he entered upon the du- 
ties of his present office, to which he was 
unanimously elected in December, 1890. 


Politically Dr. Jesse is a Jeffersonian Dem- 
ocrat, though not an active partisan. In re- 
ligion he is an.open-communion Baptist, 
but not bigoted or sectarian. He is a man 
of liberality, scholarship, excellent ability, 
and marked individuality. He married in 
Princess Anne, Maryland, in July, 1882, Miss 
Addie Polk, a most estimable woman, a 
member of the Presbyterian Church. They 
have six children. 

Dr. Jesse is the seventh President of the 
university. During his administration has 
occurred the great fire and the greater 
growth which has made a splendid new 
university on the site of the old. The State 
of Missouri, in the first four years after he 
was elected President, gave more money to 
higher education than has ever been given 
in the same length of time to any other 
State institution. Though attacked and 
criticised as all nien are in public position, 
he has made an excellent record in his high 
office and won the confidence and esteem of 
those wno know him best. 

President Jesse was a member of the Com- 
mittee of Ten appointed by the National 
Educational Association to report on the 
Secondary Schools of the country, and has 
recently been appointed Secretary and 


Treasurer of the National Association of 


State Universities. The reforms that have 
been effected in the University during his 
administration are too numerous to mention 
even in summary. His work has extended 
also to a large system of affiliated schools 
scattered over the State and numbering 
now fifty-three. N

St. Luke, who of the apostles présents 
the most particular account of the nativity 
of Christ, commences his second chapter 
saying: “And it came to pass in those 
days that there went out a decree from 
Caesar Augustus that all the world should 
be taxed.” 

Nearly 2,000 years have gone by since 
those days, and in all lands under all cir- 
cumstances the Caesar Augustus, wheever 
he may be, has been issuing his decree that 
all the world shall be taxed. 

The tribute Caesar exacted was in the 
nature of a poll tax. The people were en- 
rolled at their own towns and were com- 
pelled to find those towns, no matter how 
remote they might be therefrom, in order 
that the registration might be at the par- 
ticular place. As Joseph and Mary were 
compelled to go to Bethlehem for this en- 
rollment, where many others were gathered 
for the same. purpose, it happened that 
Christ was born in a manger, not because 
his parents were too poor to afford bétter 
accommodation, but because accommoda- 
tions were bespoken and monopolized be- 
fore the advent of Joseph and Mary. 
During he 2,000 years from the days of 
Caesar Augustus to those of the Marquis of 
Salisbury, the Emperor William, the Presi- 
dent of the Untted States and all others in 
authority, this tax has gone on. The world, 
changing in most other respects, has chang- 
ed not at all in the demand of authority for 
tribute. * * * 

One might have supposed that with the en- 
lightment of the world, with the great 
additions to knowledge of the physical world, 
there would come out of the iearning of all 
these ages a scientific method of taxation. 
It is not here. * 

There is a little band of so-called single 
taxers, not much larger than were the Chris- 
tlans in the days of Caesar Augustus, who 
think they have defined the one true method 
of governments securihg that support which 
to exist government must have. But will 
it take as long for this idea in economics 
to reach the intellect as it has taken for 
al yaar to reach the conscience of man- 
ind?

Great Men True to Conviction. 


Henry E. Davis, President of the Bar As- 
sociation of Washington, C., was the 
speaker at the Wilmington Opera-house 
Sunday evening, Jan. 19. His coming was 
quite a surprise to the conservatives,. who 
knew him only as one of the most suc- 
cessful lawyers of the nation’s capital. Mr. 
Davis spoke, not only as the man of culture 
and of affairs that he is, but also as a 
fearless radical and a man who sees suffer- 
ing and feels for it: He denounced the vested 
wrong of land monopoly in one’ of the most 
powerful addresses that was ever delivered 
in Wilmington. He traced the growth of that 
queer institution, private. property in land, 
and laid bare in all its distorted develop- 


cial system of to-day. 

On the following Sunday evening Fr. 
Johnson, rector of the Church of the Re- 
deemer of New York, an Episcopal minis- 
ter, and Mr. Bolton Hall, capitalist, son of 
Dr. John Hall, and a most intense advocate 
of the single tax and an inveterate worker in 
the cause, spoke at the same place. On last 
Sunday evening Fr. McGlynn, the renowned 
priest, occupied the platform in the Opera- 
house, and he also remained over and spoke 
in the Armory on Monday evening. Thomas 
G. Shearman, the eminent lawyer and capi- 
talist of New York, will deliver an address 
at the same place before long, and is also 
engaged to address the Board of Trade of 
Wilmington on the subject of single tax, 
or “natural tax’’ as he calls it. 


Some Official Observations. 


Gov. Bushnell of Ohio (Rep.), in his in- 
augural address, among other things said: 
“One of the propositions which will doubt- 
less be advanced is that of local option or 
home rule in taxation, ch contemplates 
that counties shall provide their own sys- 
tem of taxation for the necessary revenues 
of the county. This idea has been indorsed 
by many authorities on taxation, and 1 
recommend it to you for special consider- 
ation. In treating the subject of taxation 
the purpose should be to effect a result 
which will provide that the burdens shall 
bear as equally as possible on all the 
people. Double taxation should be avoid- 
ed, and all laws that tend to drive busi- 
ness energy and capital from Ohio to en- 
rich other States at our expense 
be repealed. Our system of taxation should, 
while producing sufficient revenue, so dis- 
tribute and lighten the burden as to. re- 
tain and attract capital to be employed by 
our own people. Ohio should have as 
a tax system as any State. I again com- 
mend to you the necessity of giving. the tax 
problem your most earnest consideration, 
One of the hardest workers for local op- 
tion in Ohio is A: F. Broomhall of Troy, an 
attorney and active single-taxer. 


Another Republican Official. 1 
Mayor Pingree of Detroit, Mich., also 
gives strong emphasis to the condemnation 
of our present iniquitous system of levying 
taxes. In his last message to the City 
Council he went into the subject very ex- 
tensively and feil very little short of actual 
single tax utterances in all he had to say 
about taxation, Here are a few words of 
that message:
